The history of the civil war in 
the west, from its inception to General 
Johnston's untimely death at Shiloh is 
written from original docaments—d¢c- 
uments that in very many instan 
have never before been employed—and 
from the carefully-sifted information 
from survivors now first published. A 
feature of the book that will add to the 
interest, if anything could add interest 
to the history of such a grand and simple 
career, is that, in agreat measure, it has 
been prepared throughout from origi- 
nal data; and it is claimed that ft con- 
tains the first account, at once truthful 
and full, of the confederate campaign 
in Kentucky and Tennessee in 1861-62. 
The operations are described with all 
necessary particularity ; and the battles 
of Belmont, Henry, Donelson and Shi 
loh—the latter of which has been eon- 
sidered by very many military critics 
the pivot of the war—are given in detail» 
with official reports and returns 
carefully verified. The style of 
the ‘book’ is scholarly and dignified, 
but perhaps the author would have 
written the memoir more satisfactorily 
if he had been an intimate friend of 
the distinguished southerner instead 
of his son. The relationship embar- 
rasses the author in giving scope and 
direction to his comments and esti- 
mates, and upon every page we find 
him striving to repress what is, alter 
all, only a natural admiration for a 
man of such heroic mould. The con- 
sciendousness of the biographer in this 
respect restrains him at various points 
where restraint is awkward. It is in 
every respect an admirable book.
